Machine vorks).# Its new name will very probably contain the words Arnatury 

and liyjava it 


2.0 As long as the enterprise belonged to the ammunition factory national enter~ 
prise at Povagska Bystrica (050/071) which formerly manufactured refrigera~ 
tors, lyjava was constantly at odds with its main plant. The motivation 
was apparently dissatisfaction with its subordinate position. l[dCwever, because 
of its special kind of production, it was able to secure independence as a 
national enterprise in 199 without any appreciable difficulty. The lyjava 
director is Samalik, a Communist of long standing, who is currently in disfavor 
with the Party.# His colleagues were Ing. Sedlacek, a Communist, and Ing. 
lsrko Freund, who was imprisoned in 199 for contacting foreign agents. 


34 Uyjava has no branch plant as yet and has been enlarged as much as it can 
bes it grew from 1500 employees in 195 to 3200 in 1949, A branch factory 
is to be established, hovevor, and it is planned to transfer the production 
of screws to the enterprise built at Kremnica (0)9/05¢) by the Pilana wood-- 
worlsing machinery national enterprise. The linistry of National Nefense wants 
the factory producing screws to te located as far to the cast as possible, 
Tomerly there were three factories in Rohemia which wore subordinate to 
liyjava, but Uyjava was relieved of their administration as a result of the 
1919 reorganization. 


lh. The buildings of the llyjava plant, which ewploys 3290 persons at present, 
are closely crowded together. \bout half of thom arc ono~story structures 
an about half are tyvo~ and three-story buildings, and they are of brick 
built on iron, or in a few cases, wooden framework. ‘They are supolied with 
skylights. ‘The plant buildings, which were constructed between 1933 and 1939, 
are In food shape. Tecause of the hilly terrain on vhich the plant stands, 
the buildings stand on varying levels differing as much as 8 meters, Near 
by are the employees' Living quarters, which are factory property.

sary, consists of automatic lathes (Skoda, Index Senuette), multiple lathes, 
drills, thread-cutting machines and a great mumber of automatic machines 
producing tive valves, screws, cotter pins, concave rivets, etc. ‘the foundry 
‘is provided with about 25 Polak die-casting presses for pressure-casting 
brass and alumimm, The tool shop is able to produce all forging dies and 
moids for pressure casting. The recently built foundry is larger than the 
plant requires and is equipped with good machines for core production and 
with machines for forming complicated molds for casting fixtures. The plant 
also has a large polishing room and galvanizing shops for chrome-plating 
and nickel-plating the fixtures. Although the tire valve parts are manu~ 
factured on automatic machines, ],0,000 valves per day must be assembled by 
hand. Therefore, Ing. Gmrceel in Prague is attempting to design a machine 

to mechanize this part of the production. 


The production program involves bathroom and kitchen plumbing fixtures, 
serews and other tirincs which can be lathe processed, and the production 
of automobile and bicycle tire volves. Myjava exports the fixtures ‘and 
serews to Uolland, Oveden, -ustria and the Balkans, and it supplies 80 pex~ 
cont of the home consumption, but screw delivery terms rance up to three 
years « 


Uyjava is sound technologically and organizationally, but it is in very bad 
shape in so far as designing is concerned and is, therefore, not in a position 
to compete seriously with foreign industry. any export orders have been 
returned or cancelled because of poor designing caused by a lack of designers. 
“Saperfect fixtures have caused immense losses; CO percent of the radiator 
valves arc defective, The plant also desperately needs electrolytic polishing 
equipment to replace the laborious manual polishing nethod, but this prope 
len is one to be found throughout the CSR. The Novofinis National Unterprise 
in Prague, under Ing. Kopec, is attempting to find a solution to the problem. 
Uyjava has no military importance.
